FOR BIGAMY. 


Lucinda J. Foster and Thom­ 
as Holland Arrested. 


A SEAKCH FOR OVER A YEAR. 


W illa rd C. F o ster A rriv es an d Ac­ 
cuses H is W ife o f C o m m ittin g 
S ev eral S erio u s C rim es. 


Willard C. Foster, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
arrived in Los Angeles a few days ago in 
search of a lost wife. 
W hen he found 
her he had her and the m an with whom 
she was living, arrested on the charge 
of bigamy. In addition to this he is 
ready with another charge of grand lar­ 
ceny, and he proposes to secure the 
woman’s punishm ent in one shape or 
another if the law can compass it. 
There appears to be as many sides to 
the story as there are husbands in the 
scrape, and from the different points of 
view the casual observer would scarcely 
suspect th at it was the same affair. 
From Mr. Foster’s own account it is 
evident th at he has suffered very on- 
just treatm ent. 
He m arried the woman, 
whose nam e is now Lucinda J . Holland, 
about three years ago in Des Moines. 
She 
had 
a 
bad 
reputation then, 
although he was not aware of it. H e 
says that she once robbed a m an at the 
State Fair at Des Moines of $900, and to 
prove this he shows a clipping from the 
Des Moines Register narrating the occur­ 
rence. This was after their marriage, 
and as he refused to tell where she was 
hiding because he did not know he waa 
imprisoned for twenty-four hours. 
On the 3rd of September, 1887, w hen 
they bad been married two years, she 
ran off with a man who had been living 
in DeB Moines for some time under th e 
name of Howard. 
She took with h er 
$1,970, to which she had no possible 
claim. 
Anxious to recover the money 
and also to bring her to punishm ent tor 
all the distress she had cost him her 
husband determined to pursue her. 
H e 
offered a reward of $1,000 for her arrest, 
and through detectives learned of her 
going to Chicago and New Y crk, here 
the trail was lost, but, suspecting that 
she and the m an had gone to California, 
he began to make inquiries in thia 
locality. 
Deputy Constable H arry Johnston, in 
whose hands a description of the parties 
was placed, had been watching a cinple 
living at Lincoln Park for some tim e,and 
about ten days ago telegraphed to W. C. 
Foster th at he believed he had the fugi­ 
tives. 
Foster got here W ednesday night. 
Finding th at Lucinda was living' w ith a 
man named Holland and ascertaining 
that he was identical with the H oward 
with whom she had left Des Moines, he 
began to work the case for a charge of 
bigamy. 
Friday he accosted Holland 
before witnesses, showed him the m ar­ 
riage certificate and asked w hether Le 
knew the woman was still his wife. 
“ You say so,” answered Holland,“ but 
I have my opinion of the m atter.” 
The document was shown to H olland 
that it could be proven he was aware of 
the fact th at he was living with another 
m an’s wife. 
This is the story as told by Mr. Foster. 
The arrest was made yesterday, and both 
the parties, Thomas H olland and his al­ 
leged *ife Lucinda, w’ere lodged into 
the station last night. Deputy Constable 
Johnston got his reward of $1,000, an d 
the case is now in the bands of Foster to 
follow out as he will. 
He says that im ­ 
portant witnesses will soon be here from 
Iowa who will confirm the charges of 
grand larceny, adultery and bigamy. 
A H e r a l d reporter visited the arrested 
parties, Thomas Holland and Lucinda 
J. Foster, at the City Prison last night. 
Mrs. Foster is a bright, good looking 
woman of about 30, and Holland himself 
tells a straight story. According to M rs. 
Foster, her former spouse, Foster, waa a 
bad character and a very poor specimen 
of a husband. 
She says that he cruelly 
beat and ill-treated her and failed to pro­ 
vide for her support. If she took to 
evil ways, she declares th at it was to 
provide him with money. 
She says that 
when she left Des Moines, Foster was in 
the County Jail confined as a common 
“ Mac” and vagrant, and that she sup­ 
posed this give her the right to leave 
him , and if be made no effort to recall 
her it wonld be about the same aa a 
divorce. 
She never confessed to Holland 
that she had been m arried to Foster and 
he was innocent of any w ronglntent. 
Holland says that when he was first 
introduced to Lucy by Foster, the latter 
did not describe her as his wife, and at 
no tim e did he speak of her ia any other 
way but as his “ girl.” 
He saw the 
marriage certificate when it was shown 
to him , but he supposed it to be a forgery 
of some kind. 
H olland is a horse-trainer and he and 
Lucy 
have

A Prom inent Official’* Opinion of 
It. 
The Wilbur road which is to connect 
Bouthem California with the central and 
northern parts of the State by a com­ 
peting line, has not fallen through as 
some people would think, judging by 
the fact that operations have been 
tirely suspended. The following opinion 
given by a prominent railroad official 
to a newspaper man up north is worthy 
of production : I am convinced he stated 
that the road would be built, and the 
present delay only shows more clearly 
the fact that the Santa Fe is behind the 
enterprise. During 1887 the sum of 
money expended bv President Strong 
and his associates aggregated $60,000,000, 
and so enormous were the calls upon 
them, in consequence of their vigorous 
extension policy, that they bankrupted 
all their friends and were compelled to 
call a halt. When the last big Santa Fe 
mortgage was put upon the market, the 
directors had a conference 
with 
a number of prominent New York 
bankers who deal in these securities. 
Among others present were the Selig- 
mans, Drexels and Belmonts and the 
railroad people if their mortgages were 
taken up to borrow no more money and 
to stop extension work for the period of 
one year. It was President E. F. Win­ 
slow who advanced part of the money 
which was expended in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, but his private means having 
been drained by the tremendous de­ 
mands of the main Santa Fe system, he 
is unable to give further aid until the 
new year.

T he C andidate* H old a Bln M eeting 
a t D ow ney City. 
E d ito r » H e r a l d :—After a pleasant 
afternoon at tlie Fair Grounds, where we 
took a good look at the fine display of 
fruit, grapes, and many ot the produc­ 
tions of Lob Angeles county which wore 
diHplayed at the Pavilion; witnessing 
the grand parade of the fine cattle and 
horses, and witnessing the races of the 
boys and lads, and seeing two fine races, 
both running and trotting, which were 
well contested by the fine horses entered 
for that purpose, we walked over to 
the stand prepared for the orator of the 
evening, Col. W. 8. Herndon, who was 
to address the audience last evening. 
The stand was handsomely decorated 
with the red, white and blue, with fine 
portraits of Cleveland and Thurman sus­ 
pended commediately over the front of 
it. Soon after dark a large torch-light 
procession, led by a fine brass band, 
paraded the streets of the city and to 
the stand, adding quite a number to the 
large audience already assembled. At 
haif past seven Mr. Burch called the 
meeting to order, and proclaimed Mr. A. 
Sidney Gray as President of the evening. 
Mr. Gray, in a few remarks, stated the 
object of the meeting and requested the 
meeting to be orderly, stating that he 
believed if they listened attentively 
to the eloquent speaker, who was to ad­ 
dress the meeting, he had no doubt many 
a Republican would be convinced of his 
errors, and join the old ship of Demo­ 
cracy, and assist in elevating Grover 
Cleveland to the Presidency, and 
the noble old Roman Allen G. Thurman 
to the second place in our nation. He 
appointed as Vice Presidents J. F. Isbell, 
J. J. McClellan, F. W. Gouthry, John 
Dolían, A. J. Anderson, of Norwalk, R. 
H. Levering of Artesia, W .H. Newmark, 
of Compton, I. N. Chockson, Col. 
O’Brien, Wm. Caruthers, George Skid­ 
more, W. L. Price, and \V. W. Barnes, 
of Los Angeles, and as Secretaries W. 
Steele and 8. Greening. 
The President introduced Judge V. 
Montgomery as candidate for Senator of 
this district. The Judge said he would 
not touch on the issues of the two parties 
as they would be handled by Col. Hern­ 
don, but would use his endeavors to 
serve the country to the best of his abil­ 
ity if elected. He said Mr. McComas 
was telling his party that they were 
ahead, but they might perhaps change 
his mind after the 6th day of November. 
He eulogized the noble men at the head 
of our Ticket, Cleveland and Thurman, 
and said if he was elected he would give 
his attention to local affairs, and hoped 
he would be able to accomplish some­ 
thing, as but little had been done for the 
country south of Puente Hills. lie was 
here not to speak but to show himself. 
Mr. George Herrmann was then intro­ 
duced, and stated that he was candidate 
for Recorder, and if elected would do his 
utmost to please the friends who elected 
him.Mr. White was presented as a candi­ 
date for County Auditor, and expressed 
his gratitude to his friends for the nom­ 
ination they had given him, and would 
be still more grateful if elected to the 
office he was seeking. 
Colonel Hewitt, candidate for Treas­ 
urer, said he was no speaker, as he in­ 
variably took the “ buck ague” when 
(resented to an audience. However, the 
lolonel soon got over his nervousness, 
and made quite a spicy address. He 
read the letter he had received and the 
answer written, which have both ap­ 
peared in the H erald. He said that if 
elected to the office he would endeavor to 
«lease those who elected him. He had 
tad a great deal of money placed in his 
hands, and none had ever been used but 
in the way it should have been, and 
from the amounts ho had handled not 
one cent had ever been lost. 
The orator of the evening, Colonel W. 
8. Herndon, was then presented to the 
audience. The stand was so situated 
that the Colonel was right in the middle 
of the audience (it was brilliantly lit up 
by fine lamps furnished by Mr. Charles 
Weiss, who is attending the County 
Fair), and the speaker had to address 
them from all sides. In opening his 
speech he said his position reminded 
him of an old negro who had a fish 
basket with a muzzle at both ends, and 
when asked how in the world he used it, 
he said : “ Why, I just catch ’em a gwine 
an’ a cornin’, and scoop ’em in at both 
ends.” 
He said he had to ad­ 
dress his audience on all sides. 
He spoke of the county candidates. 
The Republicans can find no weak place 
in them. They can all stand up before 
the people and regarded in every way fit 
and eminently qualified to fill the offices 
for which they have been nominated. 
He then presented the claims of the 
Democratic party. He descanted up­ 
on the messages of President Cleveland, 
and the independent manner in which 
he had issued them. The Democratic 
party went into power with pledges to 
relieve the burden of taxation, reduce 
the surplus and not further increase it. 
Has it been redeemed. If not, whose 
fault is it. In 1885 the Morrison bill was 
presented to correct these abuses, and 
was defeated by the Republican party. 
Last December the President issued a 
message recommending the reduction of 
taxation and to lighten the burden rest­ 
ing upon the shoulders of the working 
class, which was taken up by Congress, 
the result of which was the Mills bill, 
which proposes a moderate reduction, 
and to reduce this burden that rests up­ 
on the shoulders of the people, make 
taxes lighter, and run the Government 
in a more economical manner. This bill 
has passed the House and gone to the 
Senate, and still lies there, and, if not 
acted upon, whose fault is it. The Re­ 
publican party has there a majority, and 
this session of Congress has been one of 
the longest ever known, and is still in 
session, so that Mr. Allision shall pre­ 
sent a bill; if he fails to make it protec­ 
tive, he is where? W hat have the Re­ 
publican party done? They have done 
nothing more than present 
their 
platform. 
They are all torn up 
they don’t know what to do, and are 
very much like the hunter of Pike Co., 
(Joe Bowers). He had a pack of swift 
hounds, but had run all the game out of 
the county, and there were only rabbits 
left, and when they were out once, do­ 
ing their best, one of his finest hounds 
struck against a sapling with such force 
that it split him right in two, and Joe, 
who was devotedly attached to his dog, 
didn’t know what to do, but in the 
emergency jumped down off his horse 
grabbed up the two partB of his dog and 
tied them together, but unfortunately 
had changed ends. Seeing his predica­ 
ment, and lookingat the dog,he said, “old 
fellow this looks hard, but you are all 
right you can run either way and bark 
at both ends.” So with the Republican 
party, no wise legislation is expected 
from them. The bill will die if present­ 
ed. They will keep the country in the 
belief that they will do something, but 
will do nothing, or only that as Blaine 
suggests. He said he would hurt no Re­ 
publican feelings, but they could not 
win on the platform presented by their 
party. They say we are wedded to pro­ 
tection. Thoir party made it, not the 
Democrat!. They were not ior reducing 
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iho war tariff, but willing to let whiskey 
and tobacco come in free. Citizens, you 
are i>erhap8 in favor of Prohibition. How 
does this platform strike you? Blaine 
says tobacco i» a necessity. Prohibitionists 
teach that prohibition is the best. The 
Republicans propose to release the coun­ 
try from the tax on whisky and tobacco. 
The Prohibitionists advocate that it is 
detrimental to the interests and happi­ 
ness of the country. Mr. Blaine, while 
riding over the country with his friend, 
Mr. Carnagie, who reaps as a reward for 
the hard labor he is at, and receives as 
the profits of one day’s work from only 
one of his iron works, the sum of $5,000, 
or $1,565,000 for a year, and with him he 
can take in his castle, and at the same 
time think over the pauper labor intro­ 
duced into this country to the detriment 
of the workingmen, this Republican 
statesman and his leading friends so ar* 
dently admire. According to their plat­ 
form, whisky will in a short time be had 
at 20 cents a gallon. Their platform does 
not propose to relieve the taxes from the 
productions, but from whisky and to­ 
bacco. Will you lick the rod that smites 
you ? How will you succeed if the Re 
publican party elect their candidates. 
High tariff is a tax. The great mono­ 
polists pay no tax. Is tariff a tax ? Mr. 
Williams, in his speech, says it is not a 
tax, but a license to the foreign coun­ 
tries to trade with us. I will demon­ 
strate this: 'l'akp steel rails. If A builds 
a railroad, he goes to Europe to buy rails, 
where he pays $18 a ton. The importer 
ships it to New York; the custom duties 
are $17 a ton. The railroad pays 
that to the Government. The rail­ 
road issued its bonds, and they charge 
an interest of 6 per cent.; these bonds 
are issued for fifty years. Who pays the 
money? The man who rides on the 
cars, who has his freight brought to him, 
his produce shipped, and not the man 
who builds the railroad. 
They do not 
pay a cent of taxes to the country. The 
I>eople pay it, and for fifty years, and if 
the bonds are renewed pay it fifty jears 
more. Every man pays a part of that 
tax who patrouizes the railroad. 
A merchant wants blankets and goes 
to New York to get them. The importer 
pays 85 per cent. duty. The merchant 
wants $1,000 worth; the blankets are 
bopded at 85 per cent. He pays the fac­ 
tory price, the per cent, for import duty 
and tax, the merchant adds the cost for 
transportation, profit, etc. Mr. Jones 
sells his hay without protection; he 
wants some blankts, wants the price he 
got for his hay to buv his blonkets. What 
do they cost? say $10 a pair. The blan­ 
kets come from England. There is the 
import duty, wholesale dealers’ profit, re­ 
tail dealers’ profit, etc. The consumer 
pays the duty and everything else. John 
Jones may pay for it. No escapo from 
it; any man can see it. 
Now, gentlemen, we ask and request a 
debate on this question. The Republi­ 
cans will not have a joint discussion up­ 
on this issue, one of so great importance 
to this country. It is a tax, and not a 
license. Another question the people 
have been legislated against. 
The 
people 
pay 
more 
tax 
than 
Jay 
Gould. 
He 
pays 
some 
tax on his real estate, &c., not a great 
deal but not one cent on his bonds, as 
they are not taxable. The consumer, 
the fanner, the mechanic, and the work­ 
ingmen of all classes pay the tax. and 
these wealthy aristocrats, millionaires, 
manufacturers and bankers are living in 
luxury and ease, while you. who are the 
tax-pavers, live, they care not how. 
Factories are corporations. The Fed­ 
eral Government collects no poll tax, no 
land tax, nothing but import duties. 
Factories don’t wear clothes, don’t eat 
anything, and have no consciences. 
They don’t pay as much as one cent 
duty. 
They represent 
$300,000,000 
capital, and don’t pay as much duty as 
Mr. Isbell, don’t pay as much revenue 
as Ed. Sharp. The tax has been removed 
from the banks. There are about 2,800 
National Banks and 4,000 private ones. 
How much do they pay? The working­ 
man pays more than all the banks. They 
put the burden on the shoulders of the 
workingman and consumer. They are 
the tax-payers. How the laboring man 
is loved by the Republican party! It 
reminds mo of an old darkey that’loved 
fishing. He was out in his canoe on the 
Mississippi river, and had his boy in the 
end with the bait, and they were close 
by a wood yard; pretty soon a steamer 
came along and the waves rolling pretty 
high, the boy negro got up, but the waves 
were too strong for the little one, and he 
went overboard. 
The big darkey 
threw off his coat and made a dive 
aiter the boy, but came up without him, 
taking a breath he dived again, and this 
time waB successful bringing the little 
fellow to the surface and swam ashore.

The duty ou some of the articles paid 
by the pound weight. The articles rich 
people use are light, and those used by 
the poor man are heavy. 
Grant called it a tax, and said it should 
be reduced. 8herman, Carl Schurz and 
others said the same. Hayes advocated 
a reduction in the tariff. Garfield said 
if the Republicans did not do it the Dem­ 
ocrats would do so and put you out of 
power. The Republican Senators said 
it should be reduced. 
In 1884 they were rejected, and by the 
grace of God and the vote of the people 
he hoped they would Btay out four years 
more. 
The legislation in favor of the manu­ 
factories is a fraud of specific duties, a 
concealed fraud in most of the lists, a 
specific duty on the square yard and an 
ad valorem duty also. Then giving an 
explanation, quite a lengthy one, so 
plain that any mind could comprehend 
it.Why is it?

The labor question was then handled 
in an eloquent and masterly manner.

If high tariff made their wages 
higher, why was not the condi 
tion 
of 
their 
operatives 
better 
than it is. 
According to the report 
if you wish diversified manufactories, 
make high tariff. See the condition of 
our navies by the high tariff. Contrast 
the condition of Spain and China with 
their protected interests and their states­ 
men with the other countries of Europe, 
It reminded him of the man and wife 
who had whiskey. The man claimed the 
whisky and the woman had a dime, and 
l ey agreed as he had the whisky, and 
she had the dime, they would exchange 
when she wanted a drink she gave a dime 
aud took the whisky, and he was to do 
the same with his dime to her, but both 
being fond of the liquor it waH soon gone, 
and when they counted their cash they 
had but one dime. Every man has but 
one thing to sell, that is labor. Pauper 
labor takes you out of a job, and you 
conteud against the whole world. Who 
do you buy from ? The protected indus­ 
tries. The odds are agaiust you. 
Who fixes the price of wheat you sell ? 
You know, you get the price from Lon­ 
don through New York. Chicago cor­ 
ners wheat by the prices from London. 
The colonel spoke at some length on 
the trusts and explained them, also 
spoke of Blaine's remarks on the subject, 
and the Democratic opposition to them, 
and the law upon the subject, they shut 
down the mills and raise prices. Trust 
is a two-edged sword hurting the people 
and the government. The Republican 
party will not disturb the trusts. 
How the g. o. p. loves everybody. 
Pauper labor was introduced by them in 
1864, on July 4th, and was passed, see 
vol. 15, page 285, Congressional Globe, 
which he read to the aodience. Con­ 
tractors who want labor can go where 
they feel like by this act and eject Amer­ 
ican labor, and give a lien upon their 
wages; the effect of which was that 
manufacturers have introduced pauper 
labor and ousted American citizens. 
Powderly’s investigation has proved that 
these men have been contracted for and 
brought here to work for 75 cents a day, 
and ejected skilled workmen who were 
getting $2.25 per day; and these men 
who were brought hero knew so little of 
our language, etc., that they were 
checked off and answered to their num­ 
bers instead of their names. They were 
fed and clothed like the most of the 
factory slaves, and those who have 
visited those places know how it was 
done. 8ee the number of strikes that 
have occurred since that bill was passed; 
between the years of 1881 and 1886 there 
were ‘J91 strikes. These workingmen 
are distressed and have their Presidents 
and Vice Presidents out and will not be 
slaves. The same principle that will 
overthrow this contract law will over­ 
throw unjust taxation. Should we have 
a war, who would fight our battles? The 
laboring man goes out to defend and 
protect his country ; the rich never go 
but send their substitutes. 
The Democratic party believes in the 
greatest good to the greatest number. 
The Republican party will make you 
their slaves unless you throw off their 
burden. The Republicans are now en­ 
deavoring to stir up the Irish, who 
Blaine claims to carry in his pocket. 
The Democratic party is for home rule, 
self goverement, and the friend of the 
down trodden. 
For twenty-one long 
years this base contract bill had been 
before the people, and was not repealed 
until the 4th of March, 1885, when one 
of the first bills was passed a substitute 
for the labor law. Republicans favor 
class legislation, protecting the rich man 
and allowing the poor man to protect 
himself. By this abominable bill of 
tlieirs the country has been flooded with 
Coolie and pauper labor. Will not this 
labor law be repealed if the Republicans 
come into power. 
Harrison’s record shows what he will 
do if elected. 
Thurman's opinion, given in 1870, was 
that the Chinaman was not fit to como to 
this country. 
Harrison’s was altogether different, 
having cast seventeen votes iu favor of 
the Chinaman in Congress. In 1878 he 
was called on to write an essay on the 
Chinaman, whom California said was a 
dangerous element, and wanted a bill 
passed prohibiting their further emigra­ 
tion here. He opposed the petition, say­ 
ing “it was not sincere, and was uncon­ 
stitutional, that it ought not be granted.” 
They were a peculiar people, men of 
economy, self-denial, honesty, etc., a fit 
people to make this one of the greatest 
nations, by an amalgamation, crossing 
the breed. Fellow citizens, think of 
this and reflect upon it before you vote. 
Each vote he polled was in favor of the 
heathen Chinese. If elected the China­ 
man would huzza until he was hoarse. 
This is a country of equal rights and 
the poor man’s son stands as good a 
chance to be elevated to the President’s 
chair as the son of the richest nabob. 
The Colonel stated that he felt highly 
honored by the presence of the many 
ladies who had listened to him. 
lie said the Democrats had ruled the 
country longer than all the other parties, 
and had been charged with everything, 
hut is the party of the people still, and 
should still retain the place they now 
have, aud retired followed by a round of 
applause, three cheers for Colonel Hern 
don and three cheers for Cleveland and 
Thurman. The attendance was very 
large, over a thousand people being pre­ 
sent, and although he addressed them 
over two hours and a half all appeared 
well entertained and would have been 
ilad to have stayed if he had spoke 
longer.

.N o w P rotection Protect**. 
Here is one way th a t protection has 
benefitted the w age-earner! 
It was once 
the proud boast of th e Republic th a t its 
seamen were the fineBt in the world 
that its greyhounds of the sea were the 
fleetest on the globe; that its commerce 
com paratively was w ithout rival. 
But 
protection has changed all this—has 
ruined the most im portant iodustry of 
this or any other ocean-bound country 
In 1856, the total im ports and exports 
by sea of the United States amounted to 
$641,604,850; of this am ount 75.2 per 
cent were carried in American, and only 
24.8 per cent in foreign vessels. 
British 
ocean Bteamera were already then com­ 
peting with American sailing vessels 
yet, in I860, of a total sea-going trade of 
$762,288,550 American vessels still car­ 
ried 66.5 per cent. 
The civil war came 
on, and protection to American ship­ 
building ; and the 
latter 
plan 
was 
so 
successful 
that 
it 
has 
nearly 
completely driven the American flag 
from the high seas. 
In 1887 the total 
sea-going trade of 
the United States 
amounted to $1,408,502,979; but of this 
total only 13.80 per cent, were carried in 
American, and 86.20 per cent, in foreign 
bottoms. The goods carried by Ameri­ 
can ships am ounted, in 1856, to $482, 
268,274; in 1860 to $507,247,757. In 188 
they had sunk to $194,355,740. 
Forty 
years ago the American flag was the most 
dangerous rival of the British flag, and 
bade fair to outstrip it on the ocean; now 
it is nowhere. 
An undue and continued 
war protection has ruined both shipping 
and shipbuilding and decimated to a 
handful a once hardy, intelligent and 
large body of seamen. The Plutocracy 
which protection has spawned, not con­ 
tent with driving all but a few of our 
gallant tars from their calling, has im­ 
ported cheap labor to reduce the wages 
and degrade the few who are left. 
On 
the Pacific Coast American ships are 
manned by Chinese crews and on the 
Atlantic Coast by Portuguese, Swedes 
and English. 
At the recent Congres­ 
sional investigation of immigration it 
was siiown at every point that our sailors 
have been and are being turned out to 
make way for the worst class that can be 
picked up in foreign ports. The reason 
of this is that this elass of sailors will 
work for less wages than the native 
sai’ors. The redaction in wages thus 
made is nearly 40 per cent. 
More than two-thirds of American ves­ 
sels now plying the seas are m anned by 
what on land is known as contract or 
pauper labor. 
And this is what high 
protection has done for the seaman of 
this country.

Vest replied to

there was not a word of truth in H oar’s 
statement. 
Hoar rem arked that his point was that 
while the Democrats from the President 
down, were talking about trusts, it was 
proper that the people should know that 
the great monopolies and trusts of the 
country were contributors to the Demo­ 
cratic campaign fund and were zealous 
for the election of the present oocupautof 
the White House. 
Vest spoke at considerable length, and 
his rem arks drifted to the question of the 
Tariff bill.

He 
remembered that Sherman time and 
again said to tiie Democrats, “ Bring 
your Tariff bill here from the House, ami 
we will take it up at once and dispose of 
it." W here, he asked, was the Mills bill 
to-day ? 
Sherman declared that the Committee 
on Finance would report on the Repub­ 
lican Tariff bill, designed to protect and 
foster American industry, as against the 
free trade Mills Tariff bill, but the Com­ 
mittee would take its time. If the House 
wished to prolong its session until the 
Tariff bill was reported, it would have to 
wait until the Committee was ready to 
report. 
Allison said in view of the surplus be­ 
ing reduced to twenty million, there was 
not that exigency for the reduction of the 
revenue, which had existed, but that, 
nevertheless, a Tariff bill would be re­ 
ported that would reduce the revenue at 
least sixty millions.

Payne alluded 
to Hoar as disingenuous, and Hoar char­ 
acterized Payne’s style as more in keep­ 
ing with the grog-shop than the Senate. 
The presiding officer declared the whole 
colloquy out of order. 
The House bill to enlarge the duties of 
the Departm ent of Agriculture was taken 
up and discussed, but final action was 
postponed until Monday.

LAST DAY OF T H E ENCAMPMENT. 


V eterans R e tu rn in g F ro m C olum bus 
C au g h t in a W reck—M any 
P ersons In ju re d .

M a n s f k i l d , O., September 14.—The 
Baltimore and Ohio northbound passen­ 
ger train due in this city at 1 o’clock this 
morning, was derailed by a switch at 
Ankeneytown siding, twenty-five miles 
south of this city, and collided with a 
freight train on the siding. 
The m ail 
car, followed by an express car and two 
day coaches, struck the engine and roll­ 
ed over on their sides badly wrecked.

Independence and Belleville, and all the 
doctors in those places were taken to the 
wreck. 
The passengers who were not 
held down by tim bers crawled out of the 
windows, and by the time the doctors 
reached the spot all but four or five were 
out of the broken coaches.

express agent, were firmly 
pinned under 
the wreckage. 
H arry 
Tomlinson, the freight engineer, was 
found between the tender and boiler of 
bis engine with the front part of his 
head blown off. David Wilson, baggage 
master, was found doubled up alongside 
the freight train with his neck broken 
and skull crushed. 
Mrs. Edward Valen­ 
tine, of Chicago, W illiam Gransley, of 
Shawnee, a brakem an of the freight 
train, cannot live. The dead m en wore 
laid on cots alongside the train, and the 
wounded were taken to houses near by. 
The wrecked train consisted of an engine, 
two express cars, mail car, baggage car, 
two day coaches and a sleeping car. The 
only persons injured were in the day 
coaches. They num ber thirty, three of 
whom are likely to die. The majority of 
the injured men are members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic.

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THE EXPIATION. 


Goldenson Makes His Atone 
ment on the Gallows. 


ANOTHER LIFE FOR A LIFE, 


The Assassiu Lover Dies With His 
Victim’s Photograph in His 
Hand—The Penalty Paid. 


! Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald 
S an F ra n c isc o , September 14.—Alex 
andcr Goldenson spent the last night of 
his life in a manner fully in accord with 
his conduct ever since the fatal afternoon, 
nearly two years ago, when he shot and 
killed his sweetheart, little Mamie Kelly 
After his mother had called and said the 
last farewell to her son ho appeared to 
break down for a few moments, but 
quickly regained his composure and re­ 
ceived a call from Father Fassanoli, who 
tried to administer spiritual consolation 
to the condemned man. After the priest 
had left Goldenson engaged in a game cf 
cards, keeping up his hilarity all the 
time. Soon after midnight he called for 
some wine and drank a toast with his 
jailors, after which he lay down upcn his 
cot and soon fell into a fitful slumber. 
IIOW THE MORNING WAS SPENT. 
At about o :30 o’clock this morning he 
sprang out of bed and dressed himself. 
It was apparent that he was ill at ease, 
and the deep, red circles around his eyes 
contrasted strongly with the deathly 
pallor of his face. By 0 o’clock he 
seemed in a very cheerful mood and 
walked up and down his cell, whistling 
several popular airs. The priest made 
another call at about 6 :30 o’clock and 
Goldenson appeared glad to see him. 
After he had gone, two prison evangelists 
called and sang and prayed with the 
prisoner. While they were in his cell 
the deputies tested the gallows and rope 
and found everything secure. Golden- 
Bon’s spirits appeared to he greatly im­ 
proved after the evangelists left him. 
He talked to his jailors upon trivial 
matters and soon asked for breakfast, 
which was brought him, and he ate 
heartily. 
While he was eating, the 
City Physician arrived and examined 
him and found that he was in good con­ 
dition and not likely to break down. 
He told the physician that he would 
like to have a little brandy just before 
his execution. When he had finished 
breakfast he was asked if he was ready 
to go to the cell on the upper corridor, 
next to the scaffold. He answered in a 
steady voice, “I am,” and quickly put 
on his coat and vest. He then turned to 
Chief Jailor Rogers and walked out in­ 
to the corridor. 
Goldenson walked up stairs without a 
tremor, and when he reached the cell 
door, stooped and took a long look at the 
scaffold. Outside of his pallor he did not 
seem to be affected. He then entered the 
cell, accompanied by his spiritual advis­ 
er. 
THE CROWD AROUND THE JA IL. 
The crowd which began to collect out­ 
side of the jail early this morning, grad­ 
ually increased until by 1 1 o’clock the 
throng was so dense that it was impos­ 
sible for vehicles to pass. The crowd 
was very orderly and easily beat back 
from the jail by a company of seventy. 
police. 
THE FATAL HOUR APPROACHES. 
Five minutes before the hour set for 
the hanging Goldenson got up from his 
seat ana paced up and down the cell. 
Father Fassanoli was by his side and 
poured into his ears a few words of relig­ 
ious consolation. The clergyman looked 
at his watch, and noting the near ap­ 
proach of the fatal hour, told his charge 
to prepare for his walk to the scaffold. 
A silk handkerchief in the form of an 
American flag was fluttering from his 
coat pocket. Drawing it out he carefully 
placed it on the table, and picking up 
a photograph of Mamie Kelly, to 
which he had fastened a

Father Fas- 
sanoli obeyed and Goldenson next took 
the handkerchief in his right hand and 
calmly remarked that he was ready to 
die. As he finished speaking the bell 
tolled the hour of noon. With a rapid 
stride Goldenson reached the cell door. 
The march to the scaffold was led by 
Sheriff McMann, followed by Father 
Fassanoli, and close behind him came 
the condemned man; several deputies 
followed. 
Goldenson marched with a 
firm tread and reaching the scaffold 
turned and faced the spectators without 
a tremor. 
THE m u r d e r e r ’s DYING STATEMENT. 
He advanced to the front of the scaf­ 
fold, clearea his voice, and said: “I 
wish to say a few words before I go. 
I have often reiterated that Mamie was 
my first and only love. I say now ehe 
was, and I hope to he forgiven by her 
and all. I hope I will go to heaven. I 
thank you all for your kindness to me. 
Good-bye.” 
The few words he spoke were de­ 
livered in a clear voice and not a tremor 
was to be noted. The sun was shining 
in his face through the grating overhead 
and made 
it 
uncomfortable 
for 
him while 
he stood it the front 
of the Bcaffold. When be finished 
speaking he stepped back on the 
trap door and carefully measured 
the distance with his eye, so as to stand 
in the center. He then extended his 
right hand and shook hands with all 
who were standing on the scaffold. Then 
passing his handkerchief to Jailer 
Rogers, who was standing in front of 
him,he raised both hands and unfastened 
bis tie and collar.

H E KISSES MAMIE’S PHOTOGRAPH 
When he had thus far assisted the 
deputies he raised the photograph to Iiíh 
lips and gave it a ki.ss. Jailer Rogers 
passed the handkerchief back to him 
and stepped to one side to pick up the 
straps. When the deputies advanced to 
him with

he 
ex­ 
tended 
both 
arms, 
so 
as to 
afford them a 
better opportunity 
for pinioning him. When the straps 
had been adjusted around his legs and 
waist, he turned to the deputy and said : 
“Give me the noose.” The rope was 
paseed to him and he placed it around 
his neck. He again raised the photo- 
Siph to his lips and kissed it. The 
puties then fastened Ihe straps around 
his arms, and when all wa9 in readiness. 
Goldenson said: “Good-bye, Sheriff.” 
GAME TO TIIE LAST. 
The Sheriff again shook him by the 
hand and as the noose was being tighten­ 
ed around his neck, he stood erect and 
not a sign was noticeable that could 
show that he was weakening at that try 
ing moment. An Under-Sheriff then 
drew the black cap over Goldenson 


with Father Fassanoli.” The clenpr- 
man stepped on the trap and taking him 
by the hand 
bade 
him 
good 
bye. “Good bye, Father,” Answer­ 
ed 
Goldenson. 
With 
a 
quick 
motion Chief Rogers tightened the noose 
around Goldenson’# neck, raised his 
hand as a signal, and the rope holding 
the lever of the drop in place was cut by 
a deputy, the door swinging open at 
exactly 12:05 o’clock. When the rope 
became taut there was not a muscle 
moved, and all who saw the execution 
knew that Goldenson was dead. The 
l)ody swayed slightly to and fro, and in 
his clenched hands the dead man still 
held the handkerchief and photograph of 
his victim. His neck was dislocated, 
and death was painless. 
THE MOTHER BEGS THE BODY. 
After Goldenson’s body had been nut 
down and removed to the morgue, City 
Physician Black, Coroner Stanton and 
others proceeded to hold an autopsy. A 
petition from Mrs. Goldenson, that the 
body be turned over to her untouched,ar­ 
rived too late as the skull had been 
already opened. It was found that the 
brain was in a perfectly healthy condi­ 
tion, weighing 45 ounces. Dr. Black 
said Goldenson must have died pain­ 
lessly, owing to the instant rupture of 
the spinal cord. Coroner Stanton in a 
few days will hold an inquest, complying 
with the formalities of the law. 
* 
When the body was removed to ¿lie 
home of his parents a dense crowd fol­ 
lowed the undertaker’s wagon, hoping to 
get a glimpse of the murderer’s features 
when he should be removed to the house. 
Mrs. Goldenson was overcome at the 
sight of the body and cried hysterically. 
She finally had to be led from the room, 
her grief being so great as to attract a 
large crowd and compel the presence of a 
detachment of police to prevent the entry 
of a throng into the house.

The weather is still wet and disagreeable. 
Several physicians and nurses from other 
cities arrived to-day. 
A TRAIN LOAD OF REFUGEES. 
C aarlotte, N. C ., September 14.—A 
train load, consisting of ten cars, of yel­ 
low fever refuges from Jacksonville, ar­ 
rived hero yesterday en route to Hender­ 
son, N. 0. The coaches were packed 
with between 400 and 500 adults and 100 
children. The country people gathered 
at the stations to see the train pass 
through, but as soon as the Floridans 
threw up the windows they fled like a 
flock of sheep. It was a tired, hungry, 
unfortunate looking crowd. Dr. Guiter- 
As, in charge of the train, said he didn’t 
know what the people of Henderson, 
who invited them there, would do with 
them. Few had any money and many 
would be objects of charity. There were 
three apparant cases of yellow fever on 
board. 
FEVER AMONG THEM.

ONE WHO FORETOLD THE EPIDEMIC. 
N ew Y o r k , September 14.—Dr. Wil­ 
fred Nelson, who was for some years on 
the Isthmas of Panama, and who is now 
a resident of this city, has made a 
special study of yellow fever. He was 
in Florida loot autumn and foresaw a 
likelihood of an epidemic this year, and 
wrote a letter published in the Timen- 
Unión, oí November 30th, pointing out 
the danger. In an interview to-day Dr. 
Nelson stated that unless stringent pre­ 
cautionary measures are taken, a recur­ 
rence of the epidemic may be present in 
Florida again next summer. In fact, be 
said, once established in certain portions 
of Florida the difficulty of utterly stamp­ 
ing it out will be very great.

All of these have 
but one branch. The flora is represented 
by one garden w ith a plant with one leaf 
and one flower, and one pink, a whole 
bunch of roses and one snowball. There 
are plenty of woods and wood,a woodroof, 
a wood yard and a woodman. 
In the anim al kingdon the domesticated 
ones found are two bulls, mares, six 
lam bs, nine drakes, nine swans, six 
chicks, a bee and a bat. 
In the field 
fauna are eight wolves, four lions, fifteen 
foxes, nine bucks, four hares, two coons, 
seven hawks, five cranes, four crows, 
four partridges, two nightingales, one 
teal, one dove and one wren. 
These 
birds are accompanied by four wings and 
b ut one eyrie. 
The reptilians are but 
two, a blackadder and a worm. 
The piscatorial world is well repre­ 
sented. There are three bass, two had­ 
docks, one oyster, four pike, three sal­ 
mon, and seals; yet the directory shows 
th at there are but six fishes, although 
many fishers. 
In the way of provisions there are nine 
bacons, nine ham s and two roes. 
The 
only potable is champagne. 
The mechanical and industrial arts are

(Fiom hum erc, to be m oist) is so called from th e 
profuse q u antity of watery secretions w hich 
com es from th e air passages of the lungs.
